Now the Life of bur Bleſſed Saviour, as well as bis Death, was made 
p of Sufferings of one kind or other: - Continual Sufferiogs from his 
radle to his Croſs, from the time he drew his firſt Breath to his giving 
pof the Ghoſt ; And pot only continual Sufferings, but the greateſt that 
er were, confidering the Dignity of the Perſon that ſuffercd, and the 
ature of the Sufferings : Confidering likewiſe that theſe Sufferings were 
ot only wholly andeferved on his part, ber unmerited alſo on ours, for 
eo hoſe ſake he fubmicred bimſelf to them: Nay, on the contrary, he 
ad obliged to the atmoſt thoſe for whom and by whom he ſuffered, and 
onrinued ſtill to oblige them with thegreateſt Bleſſings and Benefits pur» 
haſed and procured for them by thoſe very Suffetings which with ſo much 
alice and Cruelty they inflicted on him. 
Had our Bleſſed Saviour been a mere Man, the perfect innocency and un- 
ported purity of his whole Life; his zeal to do the vill of God, and his 
e eelight in doing it; his infinite Pains and unvearied Diligence in going a- 
out doing good: His conftant obedience to God in the moſt difficult In- 
ſtances, and his perfevereance in well doibg,notwithſtanding the ill uſage 
id hard meaſure, the bitter Reproaches and berſecutions he met withal 
for it, from a wicked and ill natur'd Word: His perſect ſubmiſhon to the 
Will of God, his invincible Patience under the greateſt and bittereſt Saffer- 
ings, and his infioire Chatity ro his Enemies and Perſecutors: Theſe muſt _ 
needs be highly acceptable to God; and if Man could merit of God, likely
